3. Claim 1 has been replaced by the following: 

1. (Amended) A computer readable medium encoded with structured information 
for expressing specific business content, the structured information comprising: 

a plurality of categories, wherein each category represents an aspect of a 
particular business for which an instantiation of at least a portion of the structured 
information is applied; and 

a plurality of elements associated with at least a subset of the plurality of 
categories, 

wherein each element represents a sub-aspect of the particular business for which 
an instantiation of at least a portion of the structured information is applied, 

wherein the structured information is arranged hierarchically such that a particular 
business for which an instantiation of at least a portion of the structured information is 
applied is expressed hierarchically by applying an XSL transformation to the information 
of the XFDF format form such that the information pertinent to one particular business is 
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stored in the instantiation of categories and elements pertinent to that one particular 
business in accordance with the XFDF and EPS format forms, 

wherein a portion of the structured information includes at least one element of at 
least one category that is flagged as representing voice portal .content while another 
portion of the structured information includes at least one element of at least one category 
that is flagged as representing text for a wireless pocket pager advertisement, 

wherein the advertisement style is identified by a universal directory advertising 
code (UDAC) selectable from a plurality of predefined UDAC's, sub-UDAC*s and 
combinations of UDACs. 



4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's particular method of arranging structured information 
hierarchically such that a particular business for which an instantiation of at least 
a portion of the structured information is applied is expressed hierarchically by 
applying an XSL transformation to the information of the XFDF format form such 
that the information pertinent to one particular business is stored in the 
instantiation of categories and elements pertinent to that one particular business 
in accordance with the XFDF and ERS format forms, wherein the advertisement 
style is identified by a UDAC, and repurposing the stored information by applying 
a voice portal and by sending a text message to a wireless device would not 
have been obvious over, nor would have been fairly suggested by the closest 
prior art of record. 
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The closest prior art of record, Getchius, In view of Dodrlll, in further view 
of Ferber, teach a computer readable medium encoded with structured 
information for expressing specific business content, the structured information 
comprising (See Getchius Abstract; see also Figs. 18 and 21): 

a plurality of categories, wherein each category represents an 

aspect of the business (See Figs. 9, 10, 12, 14 and 44; see also col. 9 

lines 37-43; col. 10 lines 1-17. Categories are associated with the various 

business listings); and 

a plurality of elements associated with at least a subset of the 

plurality of categories, wherein each element represents a sub-aspect of 

the business (See col. 61 lines 22-57. "Super-categories" may consist of 

a sub-set of the categories), 

wherein the structured information is arranged hierarchically (See 

col. 33 lines 6-1 0) such that a particular business for which an instantiation 

of at least a portion of the structured information is applied. . . ( see 

Abstract, col. 1 lines 13-17, col. 3 lines 19-24). 

However, the closest prior art of record, Getchius, In view of Dodrlll, in 
further view of Ferber, do not explicitly teach or suggest arranging structured 
information hierarchically such that a particular business for which an 
instantiation of at least a portion of the structured information is applied is 
expressed hierarchically by applying an XSL transfomiation to the information of 
the XFDF format form such that the information pertinent to one particular 
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business is stored in the instantiation of categories and elements pertinent to that 
one particular business in accordance with the XFDF and EPS format fomns, 
wherein the advertisement style is identified by a UDAC, and repurposing the 
stored information by applying a voice portal and by sending a text message to a 
wireless device. 

The closest prior art fails to anticipate or render Applicant's limitation 
above obvious.
